then current ‘Iai Ping Rebellion ; an 
elaborate philosophical discussion of 
the nature of the Chinese theories of 
heaven, earth, and man, with ex- 
cellent elucidating comments and 
explanations; and a wholly original 
and striking essay on civilisation, of 
which he gives ‘the first definition 
which we remember ever to have 
come across, and which (after the 
lapse of more than a quarter of a 
century since first meeting it) still 
seems admirable and almost com- 
plete. The first two of these essays 
are, however, tangled up in the most 
singular and confusing _ manner, 
But this by the way. Like many 
others in his position then and since 
Mr. Meadows was an intelligent

Hayard used his exten- 
sive and pecnliar acquaintance with the 
street hawking fraternity to organise 
pelitical demonstrations. "Any politician 
who wanted to be cheered in public had 
Ls to make a contract with Hayard and 
the thing was done. It was so well done, 
in fact, that_popular enthusiasm fell into 
dasrepute. No one could be sure that the 
applause was not organised on the 
theatrical claque system, and significant 
allusions were made to personages called 
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*quarante sous,” that being tho usual 
rate of pay per head for Hayard’s en- 
thusiastic citizens. One of his most suc- 





cessful jokes was perpetrated in the form 
of an ‘election address. With another 
choice spirit he stood as a “joint can- 
didate”” for the Chamber and assured the 
cloctors that in this way they could get 
two deputies at the price of one. He 
received two votes. Hayard’s publications 
were generaily calculated to bring the 
blush of shame to the cheek of modesty, 
but to his credit be it said that he was a 
kind-hearted man and relieved many of 
‘the poor wretches with whom he was 
brought into contact.

t is satisfactory to note that, as predict- 
ed lust month, the visitation of Cholera, 

atively speaking, not been at ali 
‘he outbrenk reached its maximum 
during the recone week of this month and 
ie now rapidly declining. During the Inst 
two weeks uo cases have been notified 
amongst foreign residents, whilst during 
the last week only 14 deaths have been 
registered as due to this cause amongst. the 
Chinese population, and the weekly death 
rate has now returned nearly to the 
average. 7 * 

Dengué fever still continues to in- 
capacitate temporarily a considerable section 
of the community, but, apart from this, the 
Settlement remains very free from In- 
fectious Disease. 

Several Licenced Dairymen have been 
prosecuted during the month for infringing 
the Municipal Regulatious and in all cases 
heayy punishments have been inflicted. 

Cattle plague still continues in the 
Licenced Dairies ; but so far has not cvused 
any very serious mortality. 

Here follow tables of vital statistics, in- 
fectious disease, and outdoor sanitary 
work done in the Municipal Laboratory, 
Vaccine Station, Victoria Nureing Home 
and Slaughter-house ; and lists of laundries, 
dairies, and dealers in perishable food- 
stuffs, licensed for the protection of the 
Public Health.

Japan and Cor: 

“You ask me why Japan attaches such 
importance to Corea. I shall tell you. 
‘The Japanese regard the independence of 
Corea as vitally bound up with the free- 
dom of their own economic relations w 
that country. Corea is in fact indi 
able to Japan, at least the Japan 
think so; but T myself am of opi 
that, even if Corea fell into the hands of 
Russia, the Japatiese would derive as much 
benefit, from it as they do at present. 
Another reason why Japan regards Corea 
as of so much importance to her is because 
she finds it impossible to feed her 42 
million inhabitants. Japan is on the 
whole a poor, unfertile country and if 
‘on ane, for example, the attention they 
inust devote to their , indeed to 
cach plant in their fields, you would at 
once realise the economic needs of this 
people. The cultivator cannot afford to 
Jose any of his harvest: and has to struggle 
hard with a rocky soil. In Corea on the 
contrary the soil is good and at the pre- 
sent moment hundreds, thousands, mil- 
lions of Japanese live in or off Corea. 
pan’s Fears. < 
But the Japanese fear that if Russia 
kes possession of Corea, they will be 
ually driven out of the country. 1 
helieve, however, that these fears are 
I ulless. Take, for instance, the case 
of Viadivostock. ‘There you have only got 
out half a score of Rissian merchants 
altogether, the remainder being Germans 
or Chinese. The servants and small shop- 
keepers are for the most part Japanese, 
wd they are getting on excellently at 
Viadivostock: 

As a matter of fact Russia has not 
uot a large enough population at her 
disposal to people her enormous empire. 
But in Japan this view of the matter 
is not taken and any step which Russi 
makes towards the occupation of Corea 
be regarded by the Japanese as a 
belli.”

It would be very wise for intending con- 
tributors to this exhibit to keep in mind 
the fact that the allotted area is limited. 
Under the circumstances, nothing unless 
cesentially and directly ‘connected with 
educational matters, should be sent, and 
of those coming under this limitation, let 
the most compact and space-saving kinds 

Multum in parvo should 














be the motto. 

In collecting articles to be sent, con- 
tinuity, comprchensiveness and life are 
the ideals to be aimed at. In other 
words, let each contributed exhibit be 60 
collected and urranged as to constitute a 
unit by itself. The Educational Depart- 
ment at the Osaka Exhibition seams to 
have been lacking in this principle of con- 
tinuity, and the result was visitors 
carried away no distinct and well-defined 
ideas of the exhibit. Compréhonsiveness 











c! implies the representation of all. the 


phases and sides of education fa China, 
male and female, the old and the new, 
the mental and the physical, the literary 
and the industrial, missionary and go- 
yernment, and lastly the civil and the 
military. No efforts should be spared to 
make the exhibit complete and not lopsid- 
ed. Life, the third requirement, is the 
most difficult to fulfil. If money and 
space allowed, we migh€ send over a real 
school, with teachers and pupils com- 
ete, which would not only bo interest 
ing to the Fair visitors, but also be highly 
gratifying to tho teachers and pupils 
concerned. Still, there are other ways 
of making an exhibit live one. Wooden 
models of Confucian temples, examina- 
tions halls. schools and college buildings, a 
connected series of pictures, photographs, 
maps and charts, wax figures, ctc., ali 
help to give an’ atmosphere of life. A 
collection of the school and college uni- 
forms worn in China will not be unin- 
teresting. Again, the very same article 
may be live or dedd as we wish it. Take 
two copies of the “Three Character 
Classic”” ; one is fresh from the book-store, 
hardly touched by human hands, at least 
not by the hands of a child; the other 
has been used, not so new, but punctuated 
by the teacher with his vermilion pencil, 
and the lessons marked ouf and dated. 
May we not say, the second has life, and 
the first has not ? 

The exhibits will naturally fall under 
two heads: the old and the new. Taking 
up first the old, a series of objecte illus- 
trating the evolution of the old style of 
scholar, from lus first entrance into tho 
school-room to his final triumph at re- 
eciving the degree of Ohu‘ang Yuan, 
would be highly teresting. In cotinec- 
tion with this, genuine examination pa- 
pers handed im by successful Bachelors 
and Master of Arts, Hanlins, and even 
those of Ch'uang Yuans, might be ob- 
tained from the proper authorities, to 
serve as an exhibit. A concrete repre- 
sentation of the curriculum of a student 
of the old style, together with a chart 
giving full information as to the book 
studied, the subject matter, the length of 
time devoted to each, ete., should not be 
wanting. As penmanship is one of the 
Tequirements of 2 Chinese scholar, speci- 
mens of good and bad handwriting 
might not be out of place. To 
show that Consucius is not tho only per- 
son, as is generally believed, to whom 
homage is paid by the literati, it is only 
necessary to send over a statue of Wén 
Chang, the god of literature, and another 
of Kw‘ei Sin, (the Dipper), who is sup- 
posed to indicate with kis” vermilion 
pencil the names of successful candidates 
at the Imperial Examinations. 

An erroneous impression abroad is that 
the Chinese student has all work and no 
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lay. A good and comprehensive collee- 

Fou of games, both indoor and outdoor, 
such as chess, bow and arrow, vases for 
Fitching reeds, kites, articles’ connected 
with cricket-fighting, etc., etc., would 
scon correct the misapprehension. 

Tho exhibit of the new education has 
for its aim not so much the presentation 
of the means employed, as in the case of 
the old, but of the progress and extent. 
Although tho number of schools and col. 
leges on the modern system is as yet 
sinall in Chins, yet enough can be collected 
as to the quality and grade of work a 
complished to form an adequate exhibit. 
Industrial institutions and girls’ ‘schools 
have far greater advantages for “show- 
ing of” than colleges devoted to. arts 
and sciences. A piece of carved wood- 
work or embroidered silk strikes the eye 
of the observer far more than the best 
paper that is put up on Logic. Books, 
maps, globes, instruments, and other 
school appurtenances, adapted from west- 
em models for the ‘uso of Chinese stu- 
dents, create interest in showing the 
changes they have undergone to suit an 
Asiatic peoplo. “Tho new way of teach 
ing the Ohineco language, in contrast to 
the old, can be shown by suitable books 
and other means. 

There are over a thousand Chinese 
students in Japan, while those who have 
proceeded to America and Enrope form 
a goodly number. 'Th's is a factor in the 
new education of China which those hav- 
ing charge of the exhibit cannot, and 
should not, neglect. 

Lastly, a word of caution: let nothing 
that, will excite ridicule or reflect. dice 
credit on China be sent. Tho Chinese 
student is very sensitive and will resent 
the exhibition’ of any object that brings 
ridicule or contempt on his count

{1 is not yet four years ago since the 
London School of Tropical Medicine was 
opened, and it would be difficult to find 
any institution which has rendered such 
workl-wide assistance to suffering hu- 
munity av large, as has the above Schoo! 
of Medicine, whose students are now 
seattered all over the tropical world 
They now belong to all branches of the pr 
fession—to the Army, the Navy, Colonial 
and Forcign services, and to trading and 
mining corporations, also. to several 
Government’ and foreign societies and 
Universities. ‘The object of the School 
is to study those diseases peculiar to 
tropical countries, and as this would, 1 
felt certain, be of special interest to your 
readers, I was able as a representative 
of the “North-China Herald” to obtain 
interview with the directors, who 
kindly showed me all over the building 
and took me into the wards and labora: 
tories. The school itself is affiliated to 
a branch of the Seamen’s Hospital 
situated at the East India Docks. ‘Though 
this locality is somewhat inconvenient 
for the staff and etudents, no bettér or 
more central position could be found as 
regards the patients, for Lascars, Chinese, 
and negroes look with great "suspicion 
and fear on their removal to any distance 
from the Docks. The ‘native? patients 
are the class that the students require to 
enable them to have every facility to 
watch tropical diseases in” their acute 
form. Situated as the school is in close 
proximity to the docks, where ships are 
constantly arriving from all parts of the

He may also at any time find 
nself cut off from the investigation of 
disease, in a field where animal 
itulogy especially plays an important 
Further, in England a medical man 
ust always call in a specialist if in donbt 
about the treatment of any disease; but 
in the outlying colonies “he is cut off 
from all such help and has to depend 
on his own resonrces. Unless he 
had special training in tropical 
seases, which are quite unlike those he 
meets with in England, he has to blunder 
through as best he can, often buying 
his experience at the ‘cost of many 
valuable lives; for it is necessary for the 
medical practitioner not only to under- 
stand the symptoms, treatment, and 
diagnosis of disease, but also to fully 
understand its caure and origin. He 
cannot content himself with merely find- 
ing parasites in the blood; he must know 
the life history of each parasite and its 
effect on the fimnan blood, and also the 
influence of the climate on the parasite. 
It is only in a large central metro} 
¢ London, where theheart and brain 
of the very ‘universe are centred, and 
where we have the material and all tho 
latest advances of science manifegted, 
that thorough scientific investigations can 
tuke place. “The general practitioner has 
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not the facilities, even if he had 
tle time, for microscopical research. 
. Fere the student is taught what 
tor se when found, and when 





he is sent out to distant portions of the 
globe he can transmit his reports where 
they will be studied, criticised, and even- 
tually made use of.”

Defendant was charged, on remand with 
‘eeping a disorderly house at No, 7, Miller 
Road. Mz, C. R. Holcomb again defended. 

Inspector Bourke called witnessen as to 
the noise and disorder coming from the 
house. 

Mrs, Tipp, a British subject, living at 
No. 16, Miller Road, suid "that ” all 
through, the summer’ she had been 
disturbed by almost nightly noises of 
rowdy singing and piano playing com- 
ing from No. 7. The disturbance lasted 
frequently up to one o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Men, especially sailors, were con- 
tinually going into the house and she had 
been obliged to leave her verandah, because 
men who afterwards went into No, 6 would 
nod and smile ather. She had seen people 
drinking in the house. 

Mrs.” Rooke, another British subject, 
living at No. 14, Miller Road, said that 
about a month ago she was awakened in 
the night by a knocking at her door. She 
looked out’ and saw wman, who made no 
answer when she asked what he wanted, 
but went into No. 7. She had seen as 
many as three or four dozen rowdies about 
the house, and there was constant. sing- 
ing till Inte at night. Many rieshas and 
wriages arrived late at “night. She 

































was not aware that the rieshas that stopped 


outside 6 often brought passengers for 
residents in an alleyway ut the side. She 
had lived in Miller Road for seven years, 
and it had always been known as a’ quiet 
neighbourhood until now. 

Mr. Kleffel, a German, resident for a 
number of years at No. 12, and Mr, 
Dufour, a Frenchman, living next house 
but one to No. 7, spoke of the singing and 
noise, going on almost every night until 
late. The former suid he had heard hymn- 

¢ on Sunday. 

‘Bis Hovone relvse3 to: allow. any ques- 
tions in regard to No. 6, from which house 
Mr. Holcomb endeavoured to show the 
noise proceeded. 

Defendant, on oath, maintained that 
he kept a boarding house on exactly the 
same lines as many others in the Settle- 
ment. Drink only served to tuble- 
boarders, He had had Mrs. Schwartz and 
two daughters as boarders for three weeks, 
and on Sunday last reevived $12 from the 
German Consulate for a man he bad 
boarded. Boarders were frequently coming 
and going as the steamers arrived or 
departed. There were 62 houses down 
the alleyway by the side of his house, and 
as rieshas could not go down the passage 
there were many that stopped by his door. 

His Honour held the offence proved 
and fined defendant $40 Mexican, caution- 
ry hitn at the same time in regard to the 
conduct of the house in the future. He 
suggested, in answer to defendant's request 
that ten o'clock was a reasonable hour for 
the piano playing to stop.
